CANNOT BE SUED. 


Ex-Treasurer Bartley Makes An- 
swer to an Action Against Him. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Nov. 30.—A novel 
petition has been filed in the District 
Court by Joseph Bartley, 
Treasurer, now under twenty-years’ 
sentence for looting the treasury of 
$500, The petition is an answer to 
the State’s suit, in which Bartley is 
made co-defendant with his bondsmen.

HARBOR BIDS. 


Alger's Offer of Money 
a Hollow Sham, 


Advertising Can Be Paid for 
by the Government, - 


Comptroller Decides That There 
are Funds Available. 


Seventeen Thousand Dollars of the 
Appropriation for the Locating 
Board’s Expenses Remains Un- 
spent—Maj. Davis’s Instructions. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WiASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Secretary Alger will not 
be called upon just now to play the part 
of a good Samaritan. He will not have 
an opportunity to dig down into his pri- 
vate purse and pay for advertising for 
bids for work on San Pedro Harbor. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury, 
after carefully examining the law ap- 
propriating $50,000 to defray the ex- 
penses uf the locating board, has con- 
cluded that out of the remainder of 
this sum, $17,000 in round numbers, the 
cost of advertising for bids for the San 
Pedro Harbor may be paid... 

This decision has been expected for 
several days, and as a result it did 
not come as a surprise to the War De- 
partment officials. It has been over a 
week since Secretary Alger asked the 
Treasury Department for an opinion as 
to whether this money could be used 
for purposes other than those specified 
in the law. Secretary Alger has heen 
in communication with the Comptroller 
during the pendency of this case, and 
when he decided a few days ago to pay 
for the advertising with his own money, 
he knew full well what the decision of 
the Comptroller would be. However, he 
saw an opportunity to make a little 
political capital for himself, and came 
forth with the announcement that 
should the decision of the Comptroller 
be against expending the remainder of 
the $50,000; he would compensate the 
newspapers for advertising the bids 
with his own money. 2 

Now that the ComptroHer’s decision 
has been rendered, there should be no 
delay in getting the advertisements into 
the.newspapers. When Davis left

PROMISSORY-NOTE CASE. 


Clay the Victim of Misplaced Confi- 
dence—Arguments Reserved. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, Nov. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] There is widespread interest here 
in what is known as the “promissory- 
note case,’ now being heard before the 
Lord Chief Justice of England, Lord 
Russell of Killowen, in the Queen’s 
bench division of the High Court of 
Justice. The court) was crowded to- 
day when hearing was resumed. Lord 
Chief Justice Russell in summing up 
said he thought the jury would have 
no difficulty in answering the questions 
of fact, adding that the real difficulty 
and important question would remain 
for him (the Lord Chief Justice) to de- 
termine later on. The case, on the 
whole. Lord Russell explained, was 
melancholy and sad. 

His Lordship then put five questions 
to the jury, the principal one being: 
“Is Clay’s account of the circumstances 
under which he signed his name true?” 
The answer was “Yes.” Another ques- 
tion asked was worded: “Was Clay, 
in signing his name as he did, reck- 
lessly careless, thereby enabling Nevill 
to perpetrate a fraud?’’ The answer 
was “No.” Under the circumstances 
it was also found that Clay was the 
victim of misplaced confidence. Argu- 
ments on the findings have been re- 
served until Saturday.

PARIS, Nov. 30.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

CANNON’S POLICY. 


win Hold Appropriations Down to 
Existing Conditions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Represen- 
tative Cannon, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, arrived in 
Washington today. Speaking to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press, he 
said that his policy for the approach- 
ing session of Congress as chairman 
of the House committee, would be to 
hold the appropriations, so far as 
he could control them, down to exist- 
ing conditions, 

“I believe in a liberal, but not ex- 
travagant policy in making appropria- 
tions,”” he said, “and until our rev- 
enues increase, I shall oppose enter- 
ing upon new enterprises requiring 
the expenditure of government funds.”’ 

Mr. Cannon expressed the opinion 
that by the beginning of the next 
fiscal year the Dingley Tariff Bill 
would afford revenue sufficient to meet 
the legitimate demands of the govern- 
ment. He also stated his belief to be 
that the coming session would be a 
comparatively brief one. 

“We should be away from here 
easily by the first of June,” he said. 
“Indeed, there is very little for us to 
do beyond pass on great appropriation 
bills. It is needless for us to attempt 
to secure currency legislation, because 
of the impossibility of getting any- 
thing through. So long as the Senate 
is anti-Republican, as at present, all 
efforts to get currency reform legisla- 
tion will be so much waste of time and 
energy.” 


EXCITEMENT IN HAYTI. 


THE NATIVES EXPECT A GERMAN 
WARSHIP TO ARRIVE. 


State Department at Washington is 
Assured by the Kaliser’s Govern- 
ment of a Lack of Hostile In- 
tent, but a Cruiser Will Be Sent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Reports 
that came to the State Department 
late in the afternoon from Hayti were 
to the effect that considerable excite- 
ment prevailed there, and that the sit- 
uation was grave. For this reason it 
was determined to hasten the departure 
of the Marblehead, and the naval offi- 


cials were communicated with to this 


end. The impression appeared to pre- 
vail in Port au Prince that a German 
warship was rapidly approaching the 
place. Of course, it is stated, that 
the Marblehead goes solely for the pur- 
pose of. protecting American interests 
that might be threatened by the out- 
break of disorders in Hayti. 

The latest advices from German 
sources, however, indicate that no occa- 
sion will be given for friction between 
the United States and Germany on ac- 
count of the present difficulty, and 
that the matter will be adjusted. 

It developed today that Hayti had 
sent a reply to Germany’s demands, 
which is somewhat remarkable for its 
firmness in view of the difference in 
size of the two powers. The Haytian 
note makes it clear that the republic 
is ready to discuss the merits of the 
controversy, but does not desire that 
Germany pass judgment in the first 
place, demand an indemnity and there- 
after discuss the merits. 

Moreover, Hayti gives notice to Ger- 
many that the German Charge d’Af- 
aires to Hayti, who made the recent 
demands, is persona non grata, and 
that it is impossible for Hayti to con- 
duct further negotiations with him. 

It is stated that he offended against 
all rules of propriety and official eti- 
quette by going directly before the 
President of Hayti and, in a loud and 
angry tone and insulting manner, 
threatening dire consequences unless 
immediate reparation was made to 
Germany. This personal affront to 
Hayti’s Chief Executive is regarded as 
touching the honor and self-respect of 
the country, and is felt to call for an 
apology. 

Under such circumstances the Hay- 
tian government has expressed a will- 
ingness to negotiate a settlement of the 
entire case at Berlin, thus removing it 
from the hands of the objectionable 
official now in Haytl. 


SATISFACTORY. EXPLANATION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERLIN, Nov. 30.—The German gov- 
ernment has abandoned its intention 
of sending the warship Geffon to Port 
au Prince, Hayti, to enforce the de- 
mands for the payment of indemnity 
to Herr Emil Leuders for alleged false 
imprisonment. The Geffon, instead, will 
be sent to reinforce the German fleet 
in the Chinese waters. Baron von Bu- 
low, German Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, today gave the United States 
Ambassador, Mr. White, a wholly sat- 
isfactory explanation of Germany’s in- 
tentions toward Hayti. 


HOSHI COMING BACK. 


The Hawaltian Question May Assume 
a Different Aspect. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Minister 
Hoshi of Japan will return here De- 
cember 10 after an extended visit home, 
during which he has had an opportun- 
ity to confer with the Japanese author- 
ities concerning the annexation of Ha- 
waii to the United States. His return 
puts at rest reports that he had been 
recalled permanently. 

It is understood that his return will 
permit the Hawaiian question, so far 
as it concerns Japan, to be brought to 
a satisfactory conclusion. When Japan 
first presented a protest against the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the United 
States, several spirited notes passed be- 
tween Secretary Sherman and Mr. 
Hoshi. Since then, however, there has 
been a change in the Japanese Minis- 
try, Count Okuma, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, retiring. This has given a 
more conciliatory outlook to the nego- 
tiations, and little doubt is felt that 
the return of Mr. Hoshi will bring 
about a satisfactory termination of the 
incident. 


Dismantied and Deserted. 


LONDON, Nov. 30.—The,; Norwegian 
ship Kommander Sven Foyn, Capt. 
Neilson, is being towed here dismasted. 
Her masts were cut away Sunday 
night off South Foreland to save the 
ship from the fury Of the gale. The 
mate and fourteen of the crew, fearing 
to trust their lives to the ship any 
longer, deserted her and landed at Do- 
ver, leaving the captain and only a 
small part of the crew\a@board to work 
the shop. 


Booth-Tucker’s Colonization.

ShockingRailroad Wreck 
in Arizona. 


West-bound Freight Derailed 
and Burned,

Two Engineers and a Fireman 
are Killed. 


Disaster Occurs on the Steep Grade 
Twelve Miles West of Williams. 
Due to the Failure of the Air 
Brakes to Work Properly. 


{BY.DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.] 

WILLIAMS (Ariz.,) Nov. 30.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] In the full flush of 
manly strength yesterday, completely 
exterminated today, so far as this life 
is concerned, is only too true of Santa 
Fé Pacific engineers Watson and New- 
ton and Fireman Sperry. 

Leaving Williams yesterday after- 
noon about 4 o'clock ,with engines Nos. 
105 and 109 attached to fast freight No. 
33, consisting of thirty-one cars, they 
labored hard to reach the summit, 
three miles west of Williams. When 
the descent down the mountain com- 
menced, the air brakes gave way and 
the heavy train tipped over the sum- 
mit. It seemed like some demon on 
destruction bent, and in the four miles 
that it clung to the rails before hurl- 
ing itself and the living souls into the 
cafion, those men lived what seemeda 
lifetime, but like heroes they stood to 
their posts till hurled into eternity. 

The scene at the wreck was. grand, 
yet awful. The livid flames from the 
burning cars lighted the heavens for 
miles around, hissing and seething 
amid stately old pines. The crackling 
of flames, as they licked up everything 
in their way, was interspersed with the 
deep reverberation of explosives. 
Crushed to @ jelly and burned to ashes 
is the way these three men died. They 
stood to their posts till the last, with 
their train beyond control, hurling 
them to certain death down the moun- 
tain side at the rate of one hundred 
miles an hour. 

Engineer Watson resigned last week, 
but his company would not accept his 
resignation, and he started on his first 
trip anew yesterday. Engineer New- 
ton was waiting impatiently for the 
last of the month, when he expected 
to resign railroad work forever. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) Nov. 30.—Word 
comes of a bad wreck on the Santa 
Fé Railroad near Williams, in which 


4 three men Icst their lives and much 


valuable property was destroyed. 

After the first section of freight 
train No. 33 had pulled out of Wil- 
liams, the air that controls the West- 
inghouse brakes gave out and the 
train dashed down the steep grade 
with rapidly-increasing velocity. The 
hand brakes were unavailing to check 
the speed, and when a point about ten 
miles west was reached the train left 
the track. Two engines were coupled 
to the train, which was a very heavy 
one. 

Engineers Newton and Watson, and 


Fireman Sperry were pinned = under 
their respective engines, and lost 
their lives, it is said, by being burned 
to death. 


Local Information. 

According to information received 
in this city, the wreck near Williams 
is one of the worst that has ever oc- 
curred on the Santa Fé system. The 
train was the regular California over- 
land west-bound freight, and was 
scheduled to leave Williams about 3:20 
o'clock Monday afternoon. The train 
was made up of two engines and 
twenty-five cars, all of the latter ex- 
cept one being heavily loaded with 
miscellaneous freight. Conductor 
Thomas O'Kelly was in charge, and 
the locomotives were manned by En- 
gineers Watson and Sperry, and their 
helpers. 

About twelve miles west of Wil- 
liams the track climbs Supai Hills, 
where the grade is one of the steepest 
on the road. The train, drawn by the 
two engines, proceeded down the moun- 
tain-side at the customary rate of 
speed, until a sharp curve at Me- 
Clellan station was reached, when the 
air suddenly gave out, and before any 
effort could be made to stop the train, 
the double-header went plunging off 
the track, dragging the heavy freight 
cars with it. The cars were piled in 
heaps of débris, and fire from the 
locomotive soon enveloped the whole 
in flames. 

Engineers Watson and Newton and 
Fireman Sperry are missing, and are 
supposed to have been buried in the 
wreckage and burned to death. Con- 
ductor Thomas O'Kelly and Fireman 
T. J. Ford were taken out alive, but 
severely injured, and were conveyed 
to the hospital at Albuquerque, N. M. 

Wrecking cars proceeded to the lo- 
cality, but there was little to be done, 
beyond replacing some six rails’ length 
of track which was torn up, as fire 
consumed the derailed train. The Cal- 
ifornia Limited was delayed seven 
hours, 

The reason for the failure of the 
air supply is a mystery. An old-time 
railroader on the Santa Fé road, who 
came in from Arizona yesterday, ex- 
plained that in a “‘double-header,” the 
air pipes pass through from one en- 
gine to another, as they do through 
the length of a train, and that the 
control of the brakes is in charge of 
the engineer of the leading locomotive; 
that if, by reason of ‘‘monkeying”’’ with 
the lever in the second cab or from 
any other cause, the air were cut off 
from the head engine, the engineer 
would have no power over the brakes 
and would, in fact, be utterly helpless 
to stop the train. Both Engineers Wat- 
son and Newton, however, were old 
and experienced men, and it is not be- 
lieved that the terrible accident is due 
to their carelessness. While the ralil- 
road officials are reticent regarding 
the disaster, they state that its most 
regrettable feature is the loss of the 
three men’s lives. The loss to the 
shippers of freight and to the com- 
pany cannot be estimated, as it will 
take a day or two to trace back the 
way bills.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The heavyweight 
battle tonight at the National Sporting 
Club between Jim Jeffries of Los An- 
geles and:Joe Choynski of San Fran- 
cisco, declared a draw by Jim McDon- 
ald, developed unexpectedly into one of 
the best and most exciting contests 
ever seen in this city. The two points 
that stand out beyond anything else in 
the judgment about the great fight are 
the great improvement of the Los Ane 
geles boxer and the undiminished cleve- | 


-erness of his opponent. 


Jeffries, from the unenviable status of 
a “big, strong dub,”’ as he has always, 
with some show of reason, been termed, 
proved tonight that he was able to 
learn and profit by the work of others. 
He has entirely changed his style of. 
fighting, until now, instead of making 
his battle with a series of wild, ele- 
phantine swings, he guards his head | 
and body closely with his hands, and 
throws out leads with considerable 
speed and judgment. 

His chief weakness now is in his 
legs, his poise not being any too steady 
and his foot-work very slow. The latter 
fault, on account of his great weight, 
he will probably never fully overcome. 
The pleasing revelation about his work 
was his gameness, which has been 
questioned ever since the time he met 
Van Buskirk. Though he was pun- 
ished badly and cut up considerably to- 
night, he came up smiling and was in 
the centtr of the ring all the time. 

Jeffries has lots to learn, however. 
He is very slow to follow up an ad- 
vantage, and, for some reason, does 
not seem able to understand how far 
he is allowed to go in ¢linches. A, 
dozen times when he had Choynski in 
a practically helpless position at close 
quarters with his left free, and when 
he could have pounded his man’s sides 
and kidneys to a jelly, he stood with 
his glove up and made no move to 
punish. Had he taken advantage of 
these situations, it is mere than prob- 
able sthat he might have won the 
fight. 

The decision was questioned by @ 
great many, as Choynski clearly out- 
pointed his opponent in cleverness, hit- 
ting prowress and ring generalship 
generally. On the other hand, Jeffries 
was strong and aggressive all through, 
and put up an excellent battle, show- 
ing such improved form and giving 
such evidence of gameness that in 
many ways the encounter was a tri- 
umph for him. 

HOW IT WAS FOUGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—Joe 
Choynski of San Francisco and Jim 
Jeffries of Los Angeles fought twenty 
rounds to a draw tonight before the 
National Club. Choynski conceded fifty, 
pounds in weight, and on this ace 
count was compelled to depend on his 
superior ring generalship and long ex- 
perience at the game to avoid the 
rushes of his giant opponent. 

Jeffries, who displayed much improve« 
ment in the art of defense and at- 
tack, still lacks experience. He failed 
to follow up Choynski when opportunity 
offered. On the other hand, Choynski 
fought with excellent judgment. Even 
his oldest admirers were surprised at 
his generalship. He avoided clinching 
except when absolutely necessary, and 
his ducking was marvelous. He de- 
pended almost entirely on left jabs on 
the nose and mouth to stop the big fel- 
low, and after the eleventh round kept 
the blood flowing from Jeffries’s nose. 

In the second round Jeffries brought 
Choynski down with a left swing on 
the neck, which let Joe flat on his back, 
The blow was ineffective, however, and 
Joe arose as strong as before. 

Referee Jim McDonald's decision wag 
satisfactory to the crowd of 6000 per 
sons. 

THE FRAY. 

The disparity in the weight when the 
two men stripped for the fray was ime 
pressive. Choynski’s weight was said 
by his seconds to be 167 pounds, while 
it is said Jeffries balanced the scales 
this afternon at 230. To the spectators 
it looked as if this difference of sixty 
pounds or over Was not very far from 
the truth. Jéffries looker larger, in 
fact, than he ever did before, while 
Choynski appeared in his usual good 
form, trained to the hour. 

When the big Los Angeles man 
stepped into the ring, Choynski, who 
had preceded him several minutes, 
walked across the ring and shook hands 
cordially. Choynski had for seconds 
Eddie Graney, George Green and Tom 
Murphy, while. Billy Delaney and Jack 
Stelzner esquired Jeffries. 

The gong rang for the first round 
and the men came quickly to the cen- 
ter of the ring and fiddled fully two 
minutes for an opening. Finally Jeff- 
ries lashed out with his left, but Joe 
got away, and the glove only grazed 
his shoulder. Not another attempt at 
a blow was made in this round. 
Choynski appeared to be “feeling” his 
man, and when.he went to his corner 
his face wore rather a worried look. 

The second round was also devoid of 
fighting for the first two minutes, then 
Joe jabbed Jeffries a couple‘of times 
with his left hand in the face. In an- 
other attempt to repeat the blow 
Choynski missed, and received a 
left swing between the collar bone and 
the jaw which turned him around, and 
he fell rather heavily on his side. He 
took his time in getting up, and showed 
no ill-effects from the blow. 

From this until the tenth roung 
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Choynski. was the aggressor. He stu- 
diously avoided mixing it, using His 
left entirely, jabbing Jeffries on the 
mouth and nose. He tried = several 
times to land his famous left hook on 
the jaw, but the big fellow cleverly 
blocked almost every attempt. 

After the tenth round ‘Jeffries took a 

hand at forcing matters, and Kept his 
Dore. agile opponent moving’ all “the 
time... He tried. time after time to cor- 
ner Choynski, but each time Joe suc- 
cessfully eluded him by some mar- 
vVelously clever ducking. 
“In the eleventh round Choynski 
started the blood from Jeffries’s nose 
With. his left-hand jabs and kept it 
going throughout nearly every subse- 
quent round. He could not land his 
right, however; in fact, it was noticea- 
ble that he did not attempt to use his 
right more than three times during the 
entire fight. 

After the twelfth round there was no 
Material chahge in the tactics of either 
than. Jeffries tried hard to reach his 
man in a vital spot, while Choynski 
seemed‘content to jab Jeffries in the 
face, avoid Glinching and fighting at 
close quarters. 

Choynski did not show a mark on 
his body until the last round, when he 
Was struck by the “heel” of Jeffries’s 
flove over the right eye, which brought 
a@ little. stream of blood. 

It can be said of Jeffries that, under 
Delaney's coaching he has wonderfully 
improved. His defense was especially 
g00d, while he was quick both with 
his hands and on his feet for so large 
aman. It was the opinion of many 
experts who saw him tonight that he 
is a “coming man.”

Oldest Living Pioneer Dangerously 
lll—M. D, Howell’s Wife Secures 
a Divorce—Supreme Court in 
Re Duarrant.

SAN JOSE, Nov. 30.—An obstacle to 
the compromise of the contest of the 
will of the late millionaire Edward 
Barron by George E. Barron, a son, 
has arisen. By the terms of the pro- 
posed settlement George E. Barron 
was to be given one-half of the $100,000 
left in trust for him by his father and 
$19,000 accumulated interest. The other 
$50,000 was to be held in trust, he to 
be given the income. 

Eva Rose Barron, the widow, had 
consented to this, but today these 
plans were upset by an answer to the 
petition of young Barron, filed by the 
trustees of the fund created by the 
will, who ask the court to dismiss the 
proposed compromise, so that the terms 
of the trust can be carried out. 


NOT THE MAN. 


The Supposed Willett Snys He is 
Thomas Prichard. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] * 
SAN JOSE, Nov. 30.—The man ar- 
rested at the Almaden hacienda and 
brought to the County Jail last night 
on suspicion that he was Willett, the 
Baden robber and murderer, is not the 
man so much wanted. While he has 
some points which are almost exactly 
similar to those of Willett, he is 
shorter, lighter weight and of a dif- 
ferent complexion. Under-Sheriff Ben- 
son says: — 
“The man at a cursory glance looked 
enough like Willett to warrant a 
closer examination. We had had him 
at the jail but a few minutes last 
night before we were certain he “was 
not the man, and released him. He 
asked, however, for lodging and break- 
fast, and we provided it. He has -not 
been under detention at any time 

since the examination last night.” 

In an interview this morning, the 
his name as Thomas 
Prichard. He is a native of Wales, and 
came to San Francisco last August 
from England. He had previously 
worked two years at the Potrero Roll- 
ing Mills in San cisco. Since his 
return, he has been stopping at the 
Oakland House on Third street. 

He says his brother, Willett Prich- 
ard, resides near Sixth street. He 
claims to:have left San Francisco last 
Saturday, going to Almaden, where 
there are many Welshmen, in search of 
work. The men will probably remain 
in jail until Sheriff Mansfield arrives 
trom Redwood City this afternoon, so 
that the latter may be convinced that 
he is not Willett. The local officers 
insist, however, that they have no 
complaint against him, and that he is 
not restrained by them. 

Sheriff Mansfield arrived from Red- 
wood City and met the man arrested 
on suspicion of being Willett. The 
officer left at 2:40 o’clock with him for 
San Mateo county for identification. 

“Tt do not think he is the man,” said 
Sheriff Mansfield, ‘but he has some 
marks which fit the description exactly, 
and particularly the scar on the fore- 
head and the warts on one hand. His 
weight and height is short of the 
description.” 

The man waived formalities, even a 
complaint and warrant, and readily 
consented to go. He professes perfect 
innocence, and says he is not the man 
and can easily prove his innocence, 
and professes he is not at all alarmed 
at the outcome. 


MRS. HOWELL DIVORCED. 


She Will Save About One-tenth of 
Her Eatate, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
STOCKTON, Nov. 30.—Mrs. Mary 
Kliza Johnson Howell was today 
granted a divorce from Martim D. 
Howell, on the ground of intemper- 
ance, and was given the custody of 
their only child and permitted to re- 
sume her maiden name of Johnson.

000, she will save about $25,000.

DURRANT’S SETBACK. 


Supreme Court Will not Order His 
Second Trial, 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—The Su- 
preme Court this afternoon denied the 
application of Theodore Durrant’s at- 
torneys for a writ of mandate to com- 

el Judge Bahrs to proceed with the 
trial of the charge of murder for the 
killing of Minnie Williams. No opinion 
was rendered, but merely an order de- 
nying the writ, signed by Chief Justice 
Beatty for the court, was filed. This 
order in no wise affects the anneal of 
Durrant ‘from the judgment from4which 
he appealed on his conviction of the 
murder of Blanche Lamont. It decides 
nothing except the court will not issue 
its mandate to compel the Superior 
Court to try a cause. 

Acting Attorney-General Carter is 
simply awaiting instructions from his 
superior before he commences an at- 
tack upon the breastwork of legal tech- 
nicalities which has been raised to 
shield the condemned man. Dist.-Atty. 
Barnes has positively refused to follow 
the adv of the Attorney-General to 
expedite the execution of Durrant in 
the face of the positive order of the 
Supreme Court. Hence nothing can be 
done till the Attorney-General himself

General takes the position that the or- 
der of the Supreme Court is now inop- 
erative because the-day fixed for - the 
execution in the order appealed from is 
passed. He maintains that the Su- 
perior Court should now act on the 
mandate from the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and fix another day 
for the execution. 

~Mr. Barnes refuses to act ‘till that 
order staying execution is vacated, and 
it is hardly probable that Warden Hale 
would .execute Durrant on an order 
from the Superior Court when he has 


been ordered by the Supreme Court 
to refrain from executing him, no mat- 
ter what intervenes. 

It is understood that Mr. Carter has 
wired Atty.-Gen. Fitzgerald for  in- 
structions, and when they arrive he 
will act. It is believed that he will 
take steps to have the Supreme Court 
vacate its order staying execution, and 
“etting aside the writ of probable cause, 
as originally contemplated. In_ that 
event, Dist.-Atty. Barnes will imme- 
diately ask the Superior Court to re- 
fix the date of execution. 

THE EBANKS CASE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—A sec- 
ond time the attorneys for Joseph 
Japhet Ebanks have applied to ‘the 
United States District Court to save 
their client from the rope, and for the 
first time they have diverged from 
the tae marked out by Theodore Dur- 
rant. 

This morning Attorneys J. S. Cal- 

len, Eugene N. Deuprey and Louis P. 
Boardman filed with the clerk of the 
District Court a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, to try the legality of 
the detention of Ebanks by the war- 
den of San Quentin prison. 
The document relates the history of 
Ebanks’s trial, including the previous 
attempt to free him by -habeas cor- 
pus in the Federal Courts, the denial 
of the writ on that occasion, the ap- 
peal from Judge de Haven’s judg- 
ment, and the fact that that appeal 
is still pending before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

The petition alleges that while that 
appeal was pending, to-wit, on No- 
Vember 5, 1897, Judge Torrence, tn the 
Superior Court of San Diego, resen- 
tenced Ebanks to die on December 8, 
1897, which act was in violation of the 
rights guarantced the prisoner by the 
Constitution of the United States. An 
appeal from the judgment of the Dis- 
trict Court, claim the attorneys for 
Ebanks, stays all proceedings in the 
State courts until the appeal is de- 
cided. 

The matter was to have been argued 
this afterndon, but by mutual con- 
sent argument was deferred until a 
date to be agreed upon by court and 
counsel. 


WINE PRODUCERS. 


They Become Merchants on Their 
Own Account. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—The 
stockholders of the California Wine- 
makers’ corporation will decide tomor- 
row whether they will go into business 
as merchants in San Francisco, New 
Orleans and New York. The corpora- 
tion, on its own statement, controls 
6,000,000 gallons of the 1896 vintage and 
15,500,000 gallons of the 1897 crop. 

The city merchants and shippers will 
not buy it at the price set by the cor- 
poration, and the breach between pro- 
ducers and shippers is apparently as 
wide as ever. 

It is asserted that President Crocker 
represents a combination of bankers 
which is prepared to put in the capital 
necessary to carry on the corporation’s 
business and to launch the organiza- 
tion as a shipper in case the local dis- 
are continue to refuse to buy 
wine. 


SCARLET-FEVER SCOURGE. 


A State Institution for Unfortunate 
Children Closed. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
BERKELEY, Nov. 30.—The vigorous 
efforts of the local authorities to check 
the spread of the scarlet-fever epi- 
demic at the State Institution for the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind, have proved 
fruitless, and as a result, the institu- 
tion has had to be clcsed for the term 
and the children are being sent to 
their homes. Two new cases have ap- 
peared within the last ien days, mak- 
ing sixteen cases in all. 


OLDEST LIVING PIONEER. 


Harry J. Bee Lying Dangerously Ill 
at San Jose, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.] 

SAN JOSE, Nov. 30.—Harry J. Bee, 
who is probably the oldest living pio- 
neer on the Pacific Coast, is lying dan- 
gerously ill at the home of his daugh- 
ter in this city. He was born in Eng- 
land in 1808. He arrived in San Fran- 
cisco in October, 1838, on the _ brig 
Druid. On the arrival of Commodore 
Sloat at Monterey he carried a verbal 
message to Gen. Fremont, then at So- 
noma, that the Bear flag must be 
hauled down.

Electric Power for Mines, 


SPOKANE (Wash.,) Nov. 30. —

ized in New York with a capital of 
$1,000,000, to*develop the water power 
of the Pend d’Oreielle River near its 
confluence with the Columbia, and de- 
liver electric power into Rossland, 
Trail and other camps of the Kootenai 
district. It is proposed to develop 
2000 horse power and to. utilize the 
present works of the Goodhugh syndi- 
cate of New York, which developed 750 
horse pewer to work placer deposits at 
the south of the Pend d’Oreielle.

Stenther had sworn that he 
owned property in San Luis Obispo 
county, of which no record could be 
found. Stenther proved at the trial 
today that he owned property, but had 
neglected to record the deeds.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 30.—The 
board of directors of the Valley road, 
at its meeting today let a contract to 
Grant Bros. of this city for the grad- 
ing of the approaches to the company’s 
proposed mile tunnel near Rodeo.

CORRESPONDENCE LAID BEFORE 
| THE CABINET. 


Portiand Chamber of Commerce Ap- 
peals for Government Transpor- 
tation of Promised Supplies. 


COMMISSIONER SMITH’S REPORT 


SHEEP AND CATTLE SHIPPED TO 
THE LAKES. 


Reindeer Conveying Supplies Over- 
land from St. Michaels—People 
Desirous of Returning Will 
Be Brought Back. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The fol- 
lowing correspondence was laid before 
the Cabinet today: 

“PORTLAND, Or., Nov. 29, 1897. 

“To the Hon. William McKinley, 
President of the United States, Wash- 
ington: 

“Overwhelming evidence testifying 
to the grave dangers which confront 
the American miners on the Yukon 
and its tributaries, with the dreaded 
horrors of starvation when the pres- 
ent small stock of provisions shall be 
exhausted, demands of us, as humane 
people blessed with abundance, that 
everything in our power shall be done 
to relieve the distress which is almost 
a certainty, unless supplies of food can 
be transported to the imprisoned 
miners. With this object in view, the 
Portland Chamber of Commerce has 
communicated with kindred organiza- 
tions on the Pacific Coast, and has 
obtained in almost every instance, as- 
surances of hearty codperation in fur- 
nishing the necessary supplies so soon 
as the government shall promise to 
transport the same to their destina- 
tion and supervise their distribution. 

“Private resources are wholly in- 
adequate for the task involved. Out 
of our abundant storehouses the peo- 
ple of the Northwest tributary to 
Portland, are capable of furnishing 
food supplies in quantities sufficient 
to provide against the impending dis- 
tress, but lack the means necessary 
to transport the same, and to provide 
for this we appeal to the nation, 
through its Chief Executive and its 
representative in-Congress, to the end 
that an expedition in command of offi- 
cers of the army or navy be provided 
for and instructed to make all possible 
haste in the accomplishment of ‘the 
mission entrusted to them. 

“Assurances thus far received war- 
rant us in guaranteeing to the govern- 
ment that the people of the United 
States, especially that portion tribu- 
ary to Portlahd, will supply all the 
food products which the government 
will undertake to transport to the be- 
leaguered miners,. and we earnestly 
pray that Your Excellency will heed 
our petition, and lend to it your valu- 
able support. With assurances of our 
most loyal consideration, we have the

Chamber of Commerce, Portland: The 
President directs me to acknowledge 
the receipt of your telegram of the 
29th inst., concerning the starving 
miners on the Yukon, and to say that 
he fully sympathizes with the expres- 
sions contained in your dispatch, and 
hopes that such means as ghall_ be 
necessary to afford the relief contem- 
plated will be furnished at the earliest 


possible day.

Commissioner Smith’s telegraphic re- 
port showed that no horses had gone 
beyond the American jurisdiction at 
the Jakes. The thousand head of sheep 
that started over the Dyea trail in 
July, he -wired, undoubtedly got 
through. There were 300 sheep shipped 
from the lakes down the Yukon on 
rafts in September, and 200 beef cattle 
started to the lakes of the Dyea trail 
and Skaguay trails. Of these, Com- 
missioner Smith reports 10 per cent. 
lost or consumed, the last seventy of 
which are butchered and frozen at the 
lakes, awaiting transportation to Daw- 
son. The telegram cautions the de- 
partment against placing too much 
faith in the reports from Dyea. 

Other advices received -today and 
placed before the President’s official 
family reported that a herd of rein- 
deer with supplies had been started 
from a point on the Lower Yukon, 
about six hundred miles from _ St. 
Michaels, the herd reaching the place 
by cutting across land from a point 
opposite the coast. The reindeer are 
carrying supplies up, and a number of 
people anxious to get down from the 
Klondike country will be brought back 
by this means. The herd will be used 
through the winter as far as nossible. - 

William A. Kjellman, superintendent 
the government reindeer herds in 
Alaska, has been here several days 
conferring with the authorities, and left 
tonight en route to Lapland. He goes 
under instructions to engage a corps 
of Laps for service with the reindeer 
in Alaska. 

Mr. Kjellman is an expert in the 
handling of reindeer, and his record in 
taking care of the government herd in 
our country since he came here for 
that purpose from Lapland makes him 
an authority on this phase of the Alas- 
kan problem. It is ordinarily difficult 
for a stranger to secure Lanlanders to 
leave for a foreign clime for such a 
purpose, but in view of his influence 
among his people, Secretary Bliss ex- 
pects Mr. Kjellman’s mission will be 
successful. 

It was decided that nothing could be 
done until Congress mects, when an 
appropriation will be asked for the 
purpose of transporting food supplies. 
Although many plans have been dis- 
cussed, none have been decided upon. 
It is probable, however, that whatever 
action is taken will be under the di- 
rection of the War Department, and 
by the assembling of Congress. 

Secretary Long will have formulated 
his plarfs. No attempt will be made to 
go up the Yukon, as ice has closed 
that stream. Relief will have to be 
sent over the passes, if at all. Just 


information, will communi 
cate with persons who know the route 
to Klondike and are familiar with the 
transportation methods in the Arctic 
and other frozen regions. Reindeers 
and dogs may possibly be used, and 
there is also a suggestion that the 
steam snow shovel which has been suc- 
cessfully used in the deep snow of log 
camps, may be used. 

Secretary Alger has confidence in it 
as a means of transportation. The 
members of the Cabinet were all in- 
tensely interested in the matter of for- 
warding relief. Whether the men who

No estimate has been made as to the 
cost, and none can be prepared now. 
Congress will be asked to appropriate 
a sufficient amount, and the War De- 
partment will expend it in the most 
economical manner, as in the case of 
the Mississippi flood sufferers, when 
$200,000 was appropriated, and only $75,- 
000 expended. 

The task of getting supplies to the 
Klondike in mid-winter is not under- 
estimated, and doubts are entertained 
as to its being a possibility. Dyea can 
be reached by steamer. Thence the 
journey is one of 700 miles over moun- 
tains, through deep drifts of soft, loose 
snow. The sun shines for only about 
five hours in twenty-four, and the ther- 
mometer often goes down to 50 and 60 
deg. below zero, but it is believed an 
expedition cannot reach the Klondike 
before February at the earliest, and 
the hope is expressed that there is a, 
sufficient supply of food to last until 
they go. It is estimated there are 
5000 people in the gold country. 

A report recently stated that 150,000 
head of horses and cattle recently went 
to the Klondike from Dyea, but Com- 
missioner Smith at Dyea has wired the 
government that such is not the fact. 
He says 1000 sheep started over the 
Dyea trail, and that it is believed they 
reached the mines. Some time ago 300 
sheep were sent down the Yukon. of 


which 200 may have reached the Kion- 


dike. 

Secretary Alger believes that Capt. 
Ray has gone to Dawson City, and 
that he will make his way back and 
report upon conditions there. Nothing 
has been heard from him since he left 
for the Yukon, but the Secretary ex- 
pects advices from him almost any 


ay. 

It is probable the President will send 
a special message to Congress, asking 
an appropriation for the relief of the 
people in the Klondike, and it is be- 
lieved prompt action will he taken 
and the money be made available im- 
mediately.

TRADE WITH GERMANY.

BRITAIN NEGOTIATING FOR A NEW 
COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


Twenty-five Per Cent. of the For- 
mer’s Trade is With the Latter, 
The Struggie for Supremacy 
Will Lead to a Conflict. | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Commer- 
cial Agent Stern at Bamberg, in a re- | 
port to the State Department, has- 
given a good deal of general informa- 
tion concerning the recent notice of 
England to terminate the commercial 
treaty made with Germany. Mr. Stern 
says that negotiations have been en- 
tered into at the instigation of Great 
Britain for a new treaty. The com- 
merce between England and Germany 
comprises nearly 25 per cent. of the 
latter’s trade. 

Germany's exports to Great Britain 
proper in 1896 were valued at $169,982,- 
000, and to the British colonies, $26,- 
418,000. The great amount of trade, he 
says,isdueto the treaty of most-favored 
nations, existing between Germany and 
England, and her colonies. The treaty 
about to be terminated concedes to Ger- 
man trade the enjoyment of any con- 
cession or privilege granted to the colo- 
nies of Great Britain or to the mother 
country by the colonies. Germany does 
not have the same advantages with 
the Dutch, French or Spanish colonies. 
The relations of the three latter mother 
countries to their colonies is much 
closer inmattersof trade than England’s 
Referring to the fact that Canada had 
recently made concessions in her tariff 
to English goods, and, after expressing 
the opinion that there is no doubt that 
other English colonies will soon follow 
Canada, Mr: Stern says: 

“Great Britain will then be obliged 
to make concessions in her turn, and 
alter her customs law in such a way 
that certain products of her colonies 
may be imported into the mother coun- 
try under more favorable conditions 
than the corresponfliing products of 
other countries. This would be carry- | 
ing into effect the plan to amalgamate 
all parts of the British Empire into) 
one customs union.” , | 


Mr. Stern states that in the German 
tariff a certain amount of consideration 
seems to have been extended, resulting 
in a great increase of trade and, in 
comparing the figures, it is shown that |

LET THE PROBING PROCEED. 

The investigation of the scandal in 
the school board progresses in a most 
satisfactory way, and, unless all signs 
fail, there is more to come. Money 
extorted from a poor janitor, who gets 
a salary of but $65 a month and has 
a large family to support, has been 
traced directly to the pocket of the 
dapper and debonnair Mr. Webb, the 
embryotic statesman from the Ninth 
Ward. Mr. Webb rattles around some- 
what in the role of a southern Chris- 
topher Buckley, but he should prob- 
ably be excused for not making a big- 
ger haul, on the ground that he is “‘do- 
ing the best he can.” It is in evidence 
that this filmy Webb was after larger 
game, and that he did not land it is 
certainly not his fault. There is a 
transaction in pianos that promises to. 


. yield a rich mine of sensations when 


‘the investigation gets down to the 


musical part of the scandal programme. 
It is remembered that twenty-nine 
pianos were purchased for the city 
schools, at a price of $285 each, and as 
the instruments were of a cheap and 
common grade, which could probably 
be bought singly in the open market 
for less money, there is little doubt 
that somebody got a very handsome 
“rake off’ when the deal went through, 
Just who got it may be difficult to 
show, but in the light of the Axtell 
confession on Monday night, one would 
not bring on brain fag in his arduous 
efforts to. guess where at least a por- 
tion of the swag landed. If there was 
a steal in this piano purchase—and 
there are strong indications that such 
was the case—more than one or two or 
three members of the school board, 
doubtless, got a piece of the pie. It is 
to be hoped that the investigators who 
are now doing such manful and pa- 
triotic work in exposing the rottenness 
in the institution may be able to lay 
the whole thing bare and give the city 
a chance to clean out a mess that 
stinks. Let us hope that the doors of 
the State’s prison yawn for some of 
these worthies, and that the turnkey 
stalks close behind. 


TAKE NO STEPS BACKWARD. 

The substitute hitching ordinance 
will turn the whole thing into a farce. 
Under the terms of the old ordinance, 
which was never enforced, because it 
was non-enforceable, teams were per- 
mitted. to stand on the street for 
thirty minutes. By the terms of the 
suggested ordinance now, in the hands 
of the Board of Public Works, the time 
is reduced from thirty minutes to 
twenty; which, of course, means that 
we are to have the same old condition 
of affairs on the main streets in case 
it should be adopted. Considering the 
yastly 
streets, the facility with which persons 
may reach any of the numerous stores 
in the business districts and the im- 
provement in the sanitary conditions, 
it is surprising that any one should be 
found willing to again turn the streets 
into a muck heap and reduce their 
width to the dimensions of a country 
lane because of the double line of 
teams hitched thereon. Los Angeles has 
shown by its new’anti-hitching ordi- 
nance that it is in the van of progress 
in California, as usual, and the meas- 
ure has received encomiums from the 
press all over the State, supplemented 
by the demand that a like ordinance 
be passed in other places; therefore, 
to “go back on ourselves’ would be an 
exhibition of silurianism that this city 
cannot afford to make. The ordinance 
is all right, with possibly one excep- 
tion, which is that persons should be 
permitted to leave teams and vehicles 
standing on the street while in the 
factual and active operation of deliver- 
ing or receiving goods. With this 
modification in the ordinance it should 
stand as it is, and all efforts looking to 
its:practical repeal, by inserting a time 
limit for hitching, should be promptly 
turned down. Los Angeles has been a 


» “jay town” quite long enough, and it is 


to be hoped that the Council will stand 
fast for clean streets that are free 
passage and open alike to the pluto- 
cratic horse-owner and the plain, ordi- 
‘nary citizen of commerce, who has to 
depend upon Shank’s mare.

NEXT WEEK’S BOND ELECTIONS. 

On Tuesday of next week the voters 
of the city of .Los Angeles will be 
called upon to decide, by ballot, 
whether an additional bonded indebt- 
edness to the amount of $339,000 shall 
be incurred by this municipality for 
the acquisition of certain lands for 
school purposes, the erection of school 
buildings thereon, and the alteration of 
some of the school buildings hereto- 
fore erected and now owned by the 
city. The expenditure of this money, 
if the issuance of the bonds should be 
authorized, will devolve nominally 
upon the City Council. But in reality 
the work will be more or less under 
the direction and supervision of the 
Board of Education, which has, hereto- 
fore been strenuous in demanding for 
itself the handling of the building 
fund, It is very generally conceded that 
the proposed additions to our sehool 
facilities are needed, though they are 
by no means an imperative necessity. 
Under ordinary circumstances, there 
could be little doubt that the bonds 
would be authorized by popular vote: 
But in. view of past and pending de- 
velopments affecting the honesty of 
certain members of. the Board of Edu- 
cation, it is extremely doubtful if the 
proposition for the issuance of bonds 
for school purposes will be carried by 
the requisite two-thirds majority of 
the votes cast. 2d 

THE TIMEs believes that, under exist- 
ing circumstances, the proposition 
should be defeated. The scandalous 
developments of the past féw days 
have shown beyond a doubt that the 
present Board of: Education—or at 
least some of its members—are not to 
be trusted with the management, in 
whole or in part, of the proposed. .ex- 
penditures of money for school pur- 
poses. It is true that not all the mem- 
bers of the board are involved in the 
scandal. But the investigation is not 
yet concluded, and until all the facts 
are definitely ascertained, the board, 
as a body, will be held responsible for 
the misdeeds of certain of its mémbers. 
Whatever may be the ultimate result 
of the investigation, public confidence 
in the Board of Education ‘has suffered 
a severe shock, from which it will not 
recover to the extent of giving to that 
body the vote of confidence which 
would be implied in a popular decision 
favorable to the issuance of the school 
bonds. 

In refusing to authorize this expen- 
diture, however necessary or desirable 
it may be as an abstract proposition, 
the people of Los Angeles will:act the 
part of wisdom and prudent foresight. 
It will be far better to put up with 
some temporary inconveniences than 
to run the risk of having the public 
funds wasted or stolen by unscrupu- 
lous men who are without a just con- 
ception of the sacredness of a public 
trust. Vote down: the school-bond 
proposition by an emphatic majority! 


Another proposition is to be voted 
upon at next Tuesday's election—viz., 
the issuing of bonds to the amount of 
$150,000 for purchasing land, erecting 
engine-houses, purchasing additional 
apparatus, and generally improving the 
city fire department. This is a prop- 
osition entirely separate and distinet 
from that of the school bonds, and the 
two issues~should not be confused. 
The voters may be ready to “burn up” 
the school-board robbers, but they do 
not want to run the risk of having 
their own homes burned down.. <A 
two-thirds vote will be required to 
carry the fire-bonds proposition, but 
there is little doubt that the popular 
verdict will be in the affirmative. The 
proposed betterment of the fire depart- 
ment is a pressing need; and if -car- 
ried out according to the plans hereto- 
fore outlined, it will effect a consider- 
able saving in the annual expenses of 
the department, at the same time 
greatly increasing the efficiency of that 
important branch of the municipal sys- 
tem. The city of Los Angeles is grow- 
ing at a remarkable rate, and it is 
essential that its, fire department 
should be maintained at the highest 
degree of efficiency. The amount asked 
fcr this purpose is small in comparison 
to the benefits to be derived, and the 
bonds. should carry by a practically 
unanimous vote: 


On Saturday, December 11, the voters 
of Los Angeles city and county will be 
afforded an opportunity: to: vote upon 
the proposition to refund the indebt- 
edness of the county by the. issuance 
of 4-per-cent. bonds:to the aggregate 
amount of $680,000, payable after five 
years in annual installments .of $34,000 
each. These bonds, if authorized, will 
extend the payment of the debt overa 
series of years, will lower the rate of 
interest, and will make it easier for the 
taxpayers of the county to. discharge 


posterity to do something for us, and | 
posterity ought to be willing to “stand 
in,” for it has done nothing for this 
generation so far. Population and 
wealth are rapidly..increasing in the 
county, and the burden. of the .indebt- 
edness will be felt less and less, under 
the refunding ‘plan, until its final ex- 
tinguishment in 1922. 

For these reasons, and for others 
which need not be recited, the refund- 
ing proposition should be carried at the 
election to be held in the city and 
county on Saturday, December 11. 


A PRACTICAL SUGGESTION. 

It is extremely doubtful whether any 
measure involving a radical change in 
our currency system can pass Congress 
as that body is at present constituted. 
While there is.a good working majority 
of Republicans in the House, the Sen- 
ate is divided into factions, and the 
Republicans can hardly command the 
votes necessary for the enactment of 
laws embodying Republican princi- 
ples—especially if the desired laws re- 
late to. the currency. In view of this 
situation in the Senate, the probability 
of any financial legislation of a general 
or radical nature at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress is, to say the least, 
remote. 

But one suggestion has been made 
which it ought to be possible to carry 
into practical effect without, active or 
Serious opposition from any quarter. 
This suggestion is to, the effect that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall be 
empowered to hold greenbacks, or 
legal tenders, after’ they have been 
redeemed, asa part of the gold reserve, 
and to reissue them only in’ exchange 
for gold; The adoption of this plan 
would effectually break the power of 
the so-called ‘‘endless chain,’’ by means 
of which the treasury, under Cleveland, 
was deprived of its gold at a time 
when. gold was most needed to protect 
the credit of the government and the 
soundness of its currency. ‘ 

. Under the law as it ‘stands at pres- 
ent, the treasury is obliged to reissue 
greenbacks after and so often as they 
have been redeemed. They must be 
put into circulation again and again, 
thus placing them in the hands of 
those who may destre to use them to 
deprive the treasury of its gold, for 
speculative or other purposes. The law 
is mandatory as to the reissue of 
greenbacks. In the case of the Sher- 
man notes, the law merely - provides 
that:. they may be reissued. after re- 
demption, though their-reissue is not 
made obligatory... They stand in a.dif- 
ferent relation to the treasury ; from 
that of the greenbacks, since the law of 
1890, which authorized their issue, spe- 
cifically provided for their redemption 
in either gold or silver coin, at the dis- 
cretion of the. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. They have been used, like the 
greenbacks, to draw gold from the 
treasury; but it is not probable that 
they would be so used hereafter if. the 
Secretary. of the. Treasury: were em- 
powered to hold greenbacks as.a. part 
of the reserve. And any such use could 
be prevented, if. necessary, as a last 
resort, by the exercise vested by the 
Sherman Act in the Secretary of the 

Any proposal:to retire the greenbacks 
altogether is certain -to meet with 
violent opposition from the fiat-money 
contingent in the Senate. This opposi- 
tion cannot be: successfully overcome 
by those in favor of retiring the green- 
backs. Under the existing law, the out- 
standing greenbacks are a menace to 
the entire currency system of the 
government, since they. must. be placed 
in circulation again and again; as often 
as reissued. The outstanding volume 
of greenbacks is about. ,.$346,000,000. 
These obligations are simply notes of 
the government payable in, coin. on 
demand at the treasury and:sub-treas- 
uries of the United States: By the pro- 
visions of the present law the govern- 
ment is placed in. an awkward and em- 
barrassing. position. Though -perfectly 
able. to. redeem its obligations on de- 
mand, it obliged to send them out 
into circulation, after they have been 
redeemed, when. they can be presented 
for redemption as often as the holders 
may elect. The government is thus 
virtually forbidden ,to. pay its current 
debt; i or, rather, the debt when paid 
must immediately be incurred again. 

Let us suppose the case of:.an in- 
dividual—a- merchant, for example— 
who in a time of financial stress, to 
keep his business afloat, gave out to 
his creditors a large number of notes, 
payable nominally on demand. Sup- 
pose his creditors .had accepted these 
notes in good faith, having confidence 
of the debtor’s ability to pay‘them in 
full. Naturally the notes: would go be- 
low par (as did the greenbacks during 
the.war,),amd would remain’ below par 
so long as any doubt existed as to the 
ability of the debtor to pay ‘them. in 
full. But-finally, let us suppose, the 
merchant weathers the financial storm, 
becomes wealthy, and desires to wipe 
out all his current obligations. He 
promptly. redeems the demand notes at 
par on presentation, his impaired credit 
is fully restored, and his time paper, 
whenever he sees fit to issue any; com- 
mands a premium. Would it be just 
to such a man for the Legislature of his 
State to pass a bill forbidding him to 
destroy his notes of demand, ‘after 
paying them in full, and compelling 
him to place them again in the hands 
of creditors, in the transaction of cur- 
rent business, to.be presented to him 
over and:over again: for redemption in 
coin? Such a law would virtually de- 
prive an individual of the right and the 
ability to pay his current debts, and 
would compel him to incur hew debts 
as fast as old ohes' were paid off.

In the northern half of ‘the 
Sacramento Valley, and in some of the south- 
ern coast counties, the deficiency in rainfall 
ts nearly half an inch for the weeK. Frosts 
have been frequent during the week. Heavy 
frosts occurred in the northern half of the 
Btate on many dates. Killing frosts occurred 
in the Valleys on the 26th, 27th and 28th. 
Yn the citrus fruit belt there appears to have 
deen no damage to fruit from the frost. - 
anges are ripening’ rapidly. — 

‘Farmers are busy plowing and aciéditia 
wherever the ground is in fit condition to al- 
low of farming’ operations. In the greater 
portion of the State, however, the lack of rain 
keeps farming operations at a standstill, or 
compels resorting to irrigation.

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ANOTHER CONFESSION 


‘ADAMS TELLS HIS STORY OF 
BLACKMAIL PLOT. 


Saye Webb Devised the Blacklist 
Scheme and Bossed the Whole 
Corrupt Business. 


ALSO HELD OUT COOPER'S CASH. 


WEBB 
COVERTLY 


DENOUNCES ADAMS AND 
ASSAILS PITMAN. 


Rrought to Bay, He Complains of 
the Press and Begs for Mercy. 
A Little Deal in Kinder- 
garten Desks. 


— 


J. Adams has confessed under 
Oath’ his part in the conspiracy to ex- 
tort blackmail from the teachers and 
employés of the school board. He cor- 
roborates the testimony of Axtell and 
declares that Walter L. Webb was the 
originator and prime. mover in the 
shameful affair. He swears that Webb 
and Webb alone, received the $60 ex- 
torted from Cooper, and that no part 
of it was given to himself or Axtell. 

Adams was the only witness exam- 
ined last evening. He read a prepared 
st&tement, in which he declared that 
the famous blacklist was prepared by 
Webb and given to Axtell. Though 
the $60 extorted from Cooper had been 
promised to Adams, according to his 
testimony, Webb kept it. 

Webb denounced Adams's testimony 
as false, and repeatedly declared him- 
self innocent of the charges made. 

One of the important incidents of the 
session was the reading of a. state- 
ment, signed by a majority of the 
board, which promised protection to 
all teachers or employés who testify in 
the investigation. 

A significant feature of the testi- 
mony given by Adams was his ex- 
planation of the methods devised by 
Webb for exercising a despotic control 
over the business of the school board. 
As Adams expressed it, Webb “ran 
everything with an iron hand.”’ Adams 
expected a share of the patronage, but 
found that he could get it only by 
submission to Webb's dictation. 


-Murphey’s Last Word, 

As usual the Council chamber was 
thronged. Among the audience .were 
numbers of teachers and school em- 
ployés. All the members of the Board 
of Education were present except 
Bartlett, who is still absent from the 
city, and Braly, who is confined to his 
home by severe illness. 

J. L. Murphey, Esq., Adams's attor- 
ney, addressed the board, saying that 
he felt it incumbent upon him to 
shorten the proceedings so far as they 
related to Adams. He had known 
Adams for several years as an honest 
man and a hard-working mason and 
contractor, respected by those in his 
employ. He had advised Adams not to 
run for school director. the 
charges of corruption were made public 
Adams declared to Judge Gottschalk, 
Murphey’s partner, that he was inno- 
cent, and this he afterward repeated 
to Murphey. He was informed that 
Adams had now prepared a statement, 
but the speaker said he Knew nothing 
of its contents. 

Murphey defended his method of ex- 
amining witnesses, especially Prof. 
Keppel. and declared that he had been 
unfairly treated by the audience, whom 
he termed a mob. He had been hissed 
while examining Prof. Keppel, and he 
accused the Better City Government 
league of being responsible for such 
unfair tactics. Incidentally he took oc- 
casion to defend the tactics pursued by 
Frank F. Davis, who had represented 

Judge Phillips made a scathing reply. 
He expressed his indignation that the 
citizens who had gathered to witness 
the proceedings should be described as 
a mob. They were taxpayers, inter- 
ested in the good conduct of their 
schools, and it was their business and 
right to be present. Murphey had 
tried to intimidate witnesses in order 
to keep others from testifying. The 
speaker declared that the public 
schools, as the chief bulwark of the 
nation, must he preserved from. the 
machinations of corrupt and dishonest 
men. 

Poor offered a resolution declaring it 
the sense of the board that any wit- 
ness who feels that he is being 
wronged by any of the attorneys may 
appeal to the board for protection. It 
Was so ordered. 


ADAMS'S CONFESSION, 


Acknowledges His Guilt, but Says 
Webb Got Cooper's Money, 

It had been known to many people 
before the meeting that School Di- 
rector Adams would make a public 
confession of his own part in the 
blackmailing conspiracy. The interest 
was intense when the old man arose 
and asked permission to address the 
board. He walked slowly across. to 
the witness chair and was eworn. 
Without preface he read the following 
statement: 

“I desire to make a statement tp 
this board, and to the public, as to 
the reasons why I am occupying the 
position which I have occupied and 
now occupy, in this investigation. I 
want. in making this statement, to do 
no injustice to anyone else, while only 
doing simple justice to myself. As 
is generally Known, I was elected to 
the school board as a Populist, and 
was, for that reason, entirely in the 
minority. At the same time, I nat- 
urally desired to get all the power 
that I could for the purpose of se- 
curing patronage in the different de- 
partments of school employment for 
my constituents, and egpecially in 
those departments charged with the 
employment of laborers and mechanics. 


WEBB CONTROLLED THE BOARD. 

“When the board was organized, it | 
was pretty generally understood that | 
Mr. Webb and his friend Bartlett, 
through some influence with the pres- 
ident, were the principal powers in | 
organizing it. The make- -up of the! 
committees, I think, will show this. | 
The Committee on tint Was com- | 


posed of Mr. Webb, myself:and Mr. 


Conrey. The Committee on Buildings 
was composed of Mr. Bartlett, myself 
and Mr. Davis. The Committee on 
Teachers was composed of Mr. Con- 
rey, Mr. Webb and Mr. Bartlett. The 
Committee on Janifors was composed 
of Mr. MelInerny, myself and Mr, 
Braly. 1 managed to get places on 
the committees of Janitors, Supplies 
and Buildings, which were the ones 
whose patronage was pNincipally valu- 
able to the constituency that I rep- 
resented. Shortly after we were or- 
ganized Mr. Webb began to say that 
the majority should stand together and 
to urge me to, stay in with them on 
all matters. He promised me that I 
should have certain patronage for my 
constituents among the teachers, and 
particularly among the mechanics, 
janitors and laborers employed by the 
board. I saw that Mr. Webb prac- 
tically controlled the hoard, and 


dealings were, therefore, principally 
with him. In addition to that knowl- 
edge, his being chairman of the Sup- 


ply Committee made me know that 
upon him largely depended the em- 
ployment of labor by the board, and I 
Was anxious to*get ‘all the, laborers 
employed from my ward that I could— 
the citizens of my ward being largely 
laboring men. 
THE BLACK LIST. 

“Sometime” before the election of 
teachers janitors, ,.Webb told me 
that'there was going to be a black list 
made up of princivals, and he was go- 
ing to give it to Mr. Axtell to go 


around and see them and collect some 


money from them. I warned him about 
this; that it was wrong and danzer- 
ous, but he said he knew his own busi- 
ness and persisted in it. Whatever I 
said to the principals about their posi- 
tions; was- said after Mr. Webb told 
me about the plan to give the black 
list to Mr. Axtell. - He suggested that 
whenever anything was «said between 
me-+and- those «-princivals-whose names 
were on the: black list, I should talk 
to them in a way to aiarm them about 
their places,-and then .tell them to see 
Mr. Axtell to get further information 
as to what to do. He wanted me to tell 
these principals that they were in 
danger. He told me what names were 
on the black list that was to be given 
to’ Mr. Axtell. They were the same 
names that Mr. Axtell read off in his 
testimony before the board, but T only 
spoke to a part of them; about, four 
or five, as I remember. There was 
nothing definite said about what was 
to be done with the money. 


DIVISION OF THE SWAG. 


“IT understood from Mr. Webb that 
Mr. Axtell was to pay the money col- 
lected directly to Mr. Webb, and Mr. 
Webb said that he was going to divide 
it around, but claimed that he would 
have to give the larger part to Mr. 
Bartlett, or ‘Griff,’ as he called him, 
and Dr. Mathis, in order, as he said, ta 
keep them in line. T want to say that 
I have never talked with either of 
these gentlemen about the matter, and 
don’t know if Mr. Webb had any au- 
thority for using their names. Mr. 
Webb also claimed that as he had had, 
and was having, a large part of the 
laborers and mechanics employed from 
my ward, that I should be satisfied 
with this patronage and should be will- 
ing to help collect this money to be 
used with the others. During. this 
time Mr. Webb suggested to me that 
Cooper, the janitor in the Sentous- 
street school, ought to be made to pay 
a month’s salary to keep his place, and 
that Axtell should collect it. Mr. 
Webb talked that I should havea share 
of the janitor’s money, or should have 
it made up to me in patronage from 
my ward through his Supply, Commit- 
tee. 

WEBB TOOK IT ALL. 

“After Mr. Axtell paid Cooper’s $60 
to Mr. Webb, Mr. Webb came to me— 
I don’t Know just how many days after- 
ward—and said that he had got Coop- 
er’s $60 from Mr. Axtell, but that he 
was in great need of money to pay his 
expenses to the National Teachers’ As- 
sociation, and he had not been able to 
get the $500 warrant cashed that the 
school board drew for the expenses of 
that trip, and he would have to use all 
of the $60 to help pay his expenses. I 
didn’t receive a cent of that sum, and 
have never received any part of it. So 
far as I know, the- money paid by 
Cooper was all that was paid to any 
menrber of the board by janitors, and 
I know of no payments by teachers. I 
don’t know of any money having been 
received by any member of the hoard 
from any teacher or any janitor, except 
the Cooper money that Mr. Webb said 
he received. 

“This is the substance of my con- 
nection with the matters that have 
been testified to before this board by 
the witnesses who have been called in 
the Axtell examination. I have given 
my reasons for getting into it. I can- 
not, say how repentant I am that I 
should ever have allowed myself to 
become mixed up in a matter of this 
kind. I want to say, however, that it 
had its beginning in an effort upon my 
part to provide places, as far as I 
could, for people of my ward, and es- 
pecially for the laboring men of that 
ward, for whom I could get. places best 
through the committees controlled by 
Mr. Webb and his friends.’ 

At the conclusion of this statement 
Adams said: “When the good and 
benefit of this board requires my resig- 
nation it shall be forthcoming.” 

WEBB DENOUNCES ADAMS. 

No questions were asked by the pros- 
ecution, but Webb arose and said: 

“Mr. chairman and gentlemen, there 
sits one of the greatest liars on the 
face of God's earth.’ He pointed as 
he spoke tO Adams. “I call your at- 
tention to the affidavits that have been 
worked up by the prosecution. In them 
suspicion was never directed against 
me personally. The affidavits stated 
that Axtell said that he turned the 
money over to Adams, not to me. Last 
night Axtell tried to extricate himself 
by throwing the burden upon me. iI 
shall show that yesterday Adams and 
Axtell were in close consultation. This 
has led me to believe that these men 
are attempting to clear themselves at 
my expense. It is remarkable that all 
the witnesses thus far obtained were 
members of Pitman’s church and were 
appointed to their positions during Pit- 
man’s term as school director. It is 
remarkable that only the Republican 
members of the board have been at- 
tacked. It is remarkable that these 
principals who were approached all 
had my assurance that they should be 
reappointed.” 

Webb reiterated his assertion that he 
had never received a 5-cent piece from 


any teacher or employé of the board, 


‘nor had he ever paid anything to 
Bartlett, Mathis, or any other member. 
‘He appealed to the public not to take 
the testimony of Adams and Axtell 
against his denials. 
‘DR. MATHIS DECLARES HIMSELF. 
Dr. Mathis, whose name had been 
mentioned in Adams’s statement, said: 
“I think you will all bear me out in 


the statement that my course has been 
open and above board. My name has 
been unpleasantly connected . here. 
Neither Mr. Webb nor any one else has 
ever offered me a penny in connection 
with any of .my official duties.” He 
added ‘that his nomination to the 
school board was unsought and that in 
the election he ran ah 
He declared that he had never talked 
with Adams about the blackmailing 
scheme, and this statement was cor- 
roborated by Adams. 

Webb then began. questioning Adams. 

“Did you ever state to any teacher 
a Cooper was to pay fo his posi- 

on? 

“No, sir,” replied Adams. 

“Did I ever ask you to collect money 
from any janitor?” 

“You said that Cooper ought to pay 
a month's salary. He was the only 
one,’ 

“Don’t you know,” asked Webb, 
“that I don’t know Cooper?” 

“I don’t know,” answered Adams. 

“Were. you with Axtell yesterday at 
the Sprifhg-street school?” 

“Yes,”’ replied Adams. “I was there 
twenty or thirty minutes. I talked 
with him about ‘these matters. I asked 
him what he was going to do! He said 
he. Was going to confess the truth.’ 

“He had an old soldier feeling, such 

as you get sometimes,” said Webb, 
sarcastically. 
- “Well, he had a feeling a good deal 
akin to mine. I felt that J had been 
ruined myself.and.I had sympathy for 
him. I told Axtell I was thinking se- 
riously of confessing. It. was 
time, arfad I should have thought of it 
sooner.”’ 

“Why didn't you think of;it:at the 
time the teachers were appointed?" de- 
manded »-Webb. - 

“You were running the board, and 

you were running me with“ an - iron 
hand. Of any outfit I ever saw, you 
came nearest to‘running that’ school 
board.’ 
“Béfore we get through, retorted 
Webb, angrily, “you people will learn 
that I ran that board with an iron 
hand just so as to keep. such men as 
Adams in their places.” 

Webb asked Adams who had advised 
him to confess. Adams said that his 
particular friend, Councilman Hutchi- 
sen, had urged him to confess, and 
others had given him the same advice. 

Webb then demanded that specific 
charges be filed against himself, and 
said that he should employ an attor- 
ney to conduct his defense. 

Conrey said he thought the request 
appropriate, and that it should be 
granted. The investigation started by 
Davis and himself had gone further 
than they had expected. It had as- 
sumed'a new phase. The success thus 
far attained, Conrey said, had not 
brought to him any sense of triumph, 
but rather the deepest sadness and re- 
gret. He considered it desirable that 
the charges against Webb should be 
prepared with care, so that no accu- 
sations would be.made which could not 
afterward be supported by evidence. To 
this end he suggested that~ the next 
meeting of the board be held on Mon- 
day evening, so as to give time for 
careful preparation of the charges. 

Mr. Gibbon replied to some insinua- 
tions made by Webb, .and explained 
the fact that the witnesses thus far ex- 
amined were chiefly drawn from Pit- 
man’s church. Axtell, himself a mem- 
ber of the church, had testified that 
he approached only those teachers who 
were his friends, and naturally they 
were his fellow church-members. ‘Let 
no one deceive themselves,” said Mr. 
Gibbon, “this investigation will extend 
far beyond the limits of Pitman’s con- 
gregation.”’ 

Davis then read the fotlowine. state- 
ment. signed by a majority of the 
board: 
PROTECTION, TO ALL WITNESSES. 

“On yesterday the following anony- 
mous letter, evidently written by a 
lady, was received through the mail by 
T.. E. Gibbon, one of the attorneys in 
charge of the prosecution of the Board 
of Education investigation: 

“Sir: If you can give some assur- 
ance that loss of situation will not fol- 
low the giving of damaging testimony 
by teachers in the present school-board 
inquiry, several, who either had to 
pay for positions, or were threatened 
with loss of position if they did not 
pay, would testify. Already threats 
have been made to some of these to 
prevent them from testifying. I regret 
that I dare not give my name now, as I 
fear dismissal unless enough teachers 
who have had to pay for places join the 
movement. 

[Signed] ‘TEACHER.’ 

“In order to give assurance of pro- 
tection to all teachers and other em- 
ployés of the school board who may 
testify in this investigation, the follow- 
ing has been prepared and signed by a 
majority of the Board of Education and 
the Superintendent of Schools, and filed 
with the League for Better City. Gov- 
ernment. To the end that all teachers 
and other employés of the school board 
who may have-had to pay money, or 
from whom money had been demanded 
to secure their ppsitions, may be guar- 
anteed full protection in coming up 
and testifying in this investigation as 
to the facts in their knowledge, we, the 
undersigned, constituting a majority of 
the Board of Education of the city of 
Los Angeles, and the Superintendent of 
Schools of this city, hereby pledge our- 
selves that each and every person who 
shall so testify, or furnish information, 
shall suffer no harm or interference in 
his or her position from giving.or.fur- 
nishing such testimony or facts, and 
that, on the contrary, such persons will 
entitle themselves to the gratitude and 
consideration of this board by doing 
their duty in assisting in discovering 
and punishing frauds which have been 
committed in its workings.

ANOTHER SMALL STEAL. 


Somebody Got a Rake-off from 1 
3 Desk Contract. 

In addition to the charge of levying 
blackmail on teachers and janitors of 
the public schools, Walter L. Webb, 
the king-pin of the Solid Six, may 
also be called upon to explain certain 
alleged rake-offs accruing from furni- 


ture contracts which ae’ was instru- 
mental in letting. 
According to a statement made by 


George L. Stearns, secretary of the 
Stearns Manufacturing Company, there 
has been a rake-off on at least one 
lot of furniture bought by the Board 
of Education, and it looks as though 
the thrifty Webb had a finger in the 
pie. Said Mr. Stearns to a reporter 
yesterday: 

“At the request of the former Board 
‘of Education, we submitted a bid for 
400 kindergarten tables and were 
awarded the contract at $1.75 apiece. 
Our bid was not the only, one . sub- 
mitted; there was keen competition, 
but we were awarded the contract 


without any special effort on our, part. 


The price agreed upon was as low as 
we could afford to make on the quality 
of tables furnished. The contract re- 
quired us to furnish any additional 
tables that might be needed in the fu- 
ture, at the same figures, and _ for 
compliance with this agreement, we 
had to file a bond from which we have 
never been released. 

“Some time after the present board 
came in power, a gentleman “whom I. 
did not know and whose, name I; 
failed to ascertain, but who said he 
was working for Walter Webb, came 
to my office and asked what we would 
furnish fifty kindergarten tables for, 
such as we had previously furnished 
the city school department.- ‘I told 
him we had a contract to furnish as 
many as were needed at $1.75, and 
would not make a lower price. 

‘How much will there be in it for 
me?’ asked my visitor. 

“*‘Why do you expect anything?’ I 
asked of him. 

“*Well, Mr. Webb gave meé the job 
and will let me have what I can make 
out of it.’ 

“IT have always been averse to pay- 
ing commissions to get work, and had 
no notion of paying anything in. this 
case, but in order to draw the young 
man out and satisfy myself that a 
job was being put up. I offered him 
a commission of 5 per cent. That evi- 
dently was not enough, or he or his 
principal found out that he could do 
better, for after saying he would see 
about it, he went away and I have not 
seen him since. 

“Several days later, however, Fred 
Konig, a wood-turner who had a small 
shop, gave us an order for ‘planing 
some boards of a certain kind which 
led me to believe that they were to be 
used in making kindergarten desks. I 
went to see Konig and found that my 
suspicions were correct. He told me 
he had the contract to furnish’ fifty 
desks at $1.25 apiece. I asked him if 


rate, and he said he did not ,expect 
to make more than ordinary wages, as 
he had to figure very close to get the 
contract. 

“I made up my mind to see whether 
$1.25 was all the city would have to 
pay for those desks. After they were 
delivered I saw Assistant Superin- 
tendent Ennis and was told ‘by him 
that the new kindergarten desks cost 
$1.75 apiece. I also learned through 
another source that that is what they 
were billed at. I asked Mr. Ennis if 
the tables we had furnished at that 
price were not satisfactory, and he 
assured me that ours were much su- 
perior to the new ones, but that the 
board had seen fit to let the contract 
elsewhere. 

“Mr. Konig also told my brother, 
for whom he formerly worked, that he 
got only $1.25 apiece for those desks. 
There was a rake-off of 50 cents 
apiece, or $25 on the fifty. Who got 
it? I have had my opinion all along, 
but I did not say much. I thought 
it would be only a question of time 
when the rottenness would be exposed, 
and now that the good work has be- 
gun, I hope that the investigators will 
probe to the bottom.” 

Mr. Stearns also stated further that 


a contract for another lot of desks 
of the same kind was let to one of 
Webb’s friends at $1.75. This man
